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MAIN FEATURES 


Employment 

Seasonally adjusted, the number of employed persons in NSW in December 1993 decreased by 3,900 or 0.1% from 
November 1993. Nationally, the seasonally adjusted number of employed persons increased by 23,100 or 0.3% for 
the same period, 


Unemployment 

The seasonally adjusted number of unemployed persons in NSW in December 1993 was 308,500, a decrease of 
8,200 or 2.6% from the previous month. Nationally, the seasonally adjusted number of unemployed persons 
declined by 4.2%. The seasonally adjusted unemployment rate for NSW dropped from 10.8% in November 1993 
to 10.6% in December 1993. 


Job Vacancies 

In November 1993 the number of job vacancies in NSW decreased by 12.9% compared with August 1993, but 
increased by 21.1% on the November 1992 figure, Nationally, the number of job vacancies decreased by 2.2% for 
the quarter but increased by 30.8% over twelve months, 


Consumer Price Index 
The CPI, All Groups for Sydney increased by 0.1% between September and December quarters 1993 resulting in 
an annual increase of 1.3%, compared to the national annual increase of 1.9% 


Retail Turnover 
The trend estimates of retail turnover for NSW in November 1993 increased by 0.7% on the previous month, 
marginally higher than the 0.6% increase nationally. 


New Motor Vehicle Regtstrations 

The seasonally adjusted number of new motor vehicle registrations in NSW for Novernber 1993 increased by 
15.2% over October to 17,506, Nationally, the seasonally adjusted number of new motor vehicles increased over 
the previous month by 7.4% to 48,813. 


Building Approvals 
The seasonally adjusted number of new dwelling units approved in NSW in November 1993 increased by 1.4% 
from October to 3,999 but was 4.6% lower than the number approved in November 19972,
